First, each of us must decide to 
decide. Then we can go forward and “ask God, the 
Eternal Father, in the name of Christ, if these things are 
not true; and if ye shall ask with a sincere heart, with 
real intent, having faith in Christ, He will manifest the 
truth of it unto you, by the power of the Holy Ghost. 
And by the power of the Holy Ghost ye may KNOW 
(italics and capitalization added) the truth of all 
things.”” (Moroni 10:4 and 5) 

Once we have asked, we discover that the answer 
comes to us in many different ways and at many differ- 
ent times. Often we realize that we knew the answer 
and had been given the answer even before we asked. 
We just had not recognized or understood that the an- 
swer had already been shown to us because WE had not 
been serious enough, or ready, or willing to ask. In 
verses 7 and 8 of Moroni, Chapter 10, we are reminded 
that God “worketh by power, according to the faith of 
the children of men, the same today and tomorrow, and 
forever. And again, I exhort you, my brethren, that ye 
deny not the gifts of God, for they are many: and they

come from the same God. And there are different 
ways that these gifts are administered; but it is the 
same God who worketh all in all; and they are given 
by the manifestations of the Spirit of God unto men, to 
profit them.”
